The president of the United 
States on Tuesday signed a 
proclamation calling the peo- 
ple of this country to prayer 
for peace in Europe. 

The proclamation sets aside 
Sunday, Oct. 4. as the day of 
prayer. 

The proclamation follows: 

“Whereas great nations of 
the world have taken up arms 
against one another and war 
now draws millions of men 
into battle whom the counsel 
of statesmen have not been 
able to save the terrible sacri- 











fice; and, 

‘“Whereas, in this as in all 
things, it is our privilege and 
duty to seek counsel and sue- 
cor of Almighty God, hum- 
biing ourselves before Him, 
confessing our weakness and 
our lack of any wisdom to 
these things; and, | 

‘‘Whereas, itis the especial 
wish and longing of the people 


of the United States, in prayer 


and counsel, and all friendli- 
ness, to serve the cause of 
peace: 


Therefore, I, Woodrow Wil- 








son, president of the United 
States of America, do desig- 
nate Sunday the fourth day of 
October, next, a day of prayer 
and supplication and do re- 
quest all God-fearing persons 
to repair on that day to their 
places of worship, there to 
unice their petitions to Al- 
mighty God that, over-ruling 
the counsels of men, setting 
straight the things they cannot 
govern or alter, taking pity on 
the nations now in the throes 
of conflict. in His merey and 
goodness showing a way where 








men can see none, He vouch- 
safe His children healing 
peace again and restore once 
more that concord among men 
and nations without which 
there can be neither happi- 
ness nor true friendship nor 
any wholesome fruit of toil or 
thought in the world; praying 
also to this end that He for- 
give us our sins, our ignorance 
of His holy will, our wilful- 
ness and many errors and lead 
us in the paths of obedience 
to places of vision and_ to 
thoughts and counsels that 
purge and make wise. 

‘In witness whereof | have 
hereunto set my hand and 
caused the seal of the United 
states to be affixed. 

‘Done at the city of Wash- 
ingion, this Sth day of Sep- 
tember, in the year of our 
Lord, one thousand, nine 
hundred and fourteen, and of 
the independence of the Uni- 
ted States of America the one 
hundred and thirty ninth.

Ofcourse he does not 
know he is urging the people 
ofthe U. S. to pray for the 
fulfillment of prophecy of Joel 
and the second chapter of acts, 
but nevertheless it is true. 

These are wonderful days, 
and days of wonderful oppor- 
tunities. Now is our time. 
‘Strike while the iron is hot.’’ 
While many of the people are 
in prayer op the fourth day of 
Oct. will be a good time for us 
to pray and ask God to so sub- 
due them that He can surprise 
them with an outpouring of 
His Spirit. 

There will no doubt be ma- 
ny honest and sincere souls 
engaged in this prayer who 
have never heard the full gos- 
pel as we have it now. Ob, 
that God will take advantage 
of this time of a call to hum- 
ility by our President, and as 
people do humble themselves, 
He may pour out upon them 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
Let us pray to this end and 
expect great results. 


The King of Nineveh pro- 
claimed a fast and he himself 
came down off his throne and 
put on sackcloth. God heard 
«nd answered their prayers 
and showed mercy to the peo- 
ple of the city even though 
He had told through Jonah 
that He would destroy the 
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city. In His argument with 
Jonah God said there were 
more than one hundred and 
twenty thousand persons in 
the city that could not discern 
between their right hand and 
their left, and that he ought 
to spare the city for the sake 
of these little infants that Je- 
sus said, ‘‘For of such is the 
Kingdom of heaven.’’ 

It isa time of seriousness 
as we think of the devastation 
of the great war in Europe. 
Multitudes of precious little 
innocents will never remem- 
ber their fathers. Husbands 
and fathers are cruelly taken 
away from their once happy 
home and as they wave the 
last sad goodby it means to 
never meet on earth again. 

The home is left desolate 
and sad as wife and children 
think of husband and father 
out on the bloody battle field. 
Weary, hungry, cold, wound- 
ed and bleeding, dying, dead, 
at the hand of the cruel war. 
Homes broken up never to be 
united again, 

A letter direct from Ger- 
many gives a faint description 
of things as they are there. 

“A war in Germany, of 
course, means much more than 
in America. Here every man 
from 21 to 40 years of age re- 
gardless of family or profession 
must go to the army, unless 
he has a permit because of 
physical cisabilities. The son 
of my iand-lady left for the 
war today, the three sons of 
my neighbor yesterday. Many 
factories 


are closed because 
the men are called out. There 
is a great deal of enthusiasm 
and excitement everywhere. 
The streets were full of people 
this morning waiting to see 
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the recruits leaving fer the 
Kiel. All the soldiers are 
dressed in new grey field uni- 
forms and in tuil war outfits, 
bright, shiny rifles and tan 
leather leggins—a fine looking 
set. I went to the barracks 
this morping to take jeave of 
the son of the family here and 
saw the new field bake oven 
on wheels, also the bread wag- 
ons. Tothe musie of a band 
and accompanied by the vivats 
of the crowds the recruits 
marched to the barracks, sing- 
ing on the way patriotic and 
folk songs. It was touching 
to see them take leave of their 
inothers, wives, sisters, and 
sweethearts and children, for 
many afather had to go also. 
‘The menare enthusiastic and 
were greeted on every hand 
hy cheers and hurrahs, only 
the women and children hang 
on to the arms and the shoul- 


ders of the men and weep their 


sad farewell. Perhaps my 
Prof. Spranger must also go as 
he is yet quite a young man. 

‘Today | saw the excited 
folks nearly beat a Russian to 
death on account of some 
coarse remark on the street. 

Only the policeman and 
firemen saved him, for the 
people had already stopped 
the street car and pulled him 


off. Tomorrow two other 


Russians are to be- shot 
in Leipzig, for espionage. One 
sees the effeet of war in Ger- 
many much more than under 
the same circuinstances in A- 
merica because nearly every 
family is in some way repre- 
sented among the soldiers; 
therefore many of the factories 
and stores are closed.’’ 

It is surely a time for prayer. 
I honor Mr. Wilson, our chief 
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executive, for his bold decla- 
ration of faith in Ged. He 
has declared himself openly 
before the world. Heis not 
afraid to venture to not only 
ask God himself to stop the 
war after a humble confession 
of guilt and Jack of wisdoni, 
but he ealls upon every God 
fearing person of America to 
engage in this special prayer 
in one day. 

It is surely a time of oppor: 
tunity for us. There is a 
“sound of a going in the tops 
of the mulberry trees, that 
then thou shalt bestir thysel!.”’ 
As ] take account of all these 
things, | feel pressed to call 


our people to special prayer 


on the same day, Oct. 4th., 
and not only pray for the 
Lord to overrule this war for 
good and stop it, but that He 
may take advantage of this 
day of the humbling and pray- 
erful attitude of thousands of 
honest souls as well as others 
that may be led to acknow!- 
edge their wrongs and repent, 
and make it a day of wonder- 
ful strides toward the estab- 
lishment of His Chureh in all 
the ends of the earth. 

This, too, is the time for 
the gathering in to the one 
fold the sheep that have been 
scattered during the cloudy 
and dark day. No doubt most 
all the true sheep, as well as 
others, will humble them- 
selves before God in prayer 
on that special day which will 
be a good time for Him to 
speak to them about apostolic 
days when the multitudes 
continued steadfastly in the 
Apostles’ doctrine and fellow- 
ship and were added to His 
(hureh, 

Nota few people have been 


glorying over the war and re- 
joicing because they claim it 
is in fulfillment of prophesy 
and will culminate in the 
battle of Armageddon, and as 
they believe points to the soon 
coming of our Lord and King. 
I will not say such people are 
wrong in their conelusions, 
neither will I say they are 
right, but whether right or 
wrong the horrors of war re- 
main the same. 

Jesus ceaches us to love one 
another as saints, He also said, 
‘love your enemies.” Paul at 
I ‘Tim, 2: 1-4 writes, ‘1 exhort 
therefore, that first of all, sup- 
plications, inferces- 
sions and giving of thanks be 
made for all m:n; for kings and 
for all that are in authority; 
that we may lead a quiet and

peacable lire tn all godliness 
and honesty. For this is good 
and acceptable in the sight of 
Go} our Savior: Who will have 
all mento be saved, and to 
come to the knowledge of the 
truth.” In the light of this 
Scripture then we know we 
are on scriptural lines when

In these days of remarkable 


achievements and startling events, 


when almost every thing abdut us” 


seems to tell us that we are ow the 
eve of the greatest crisis in the his- 
tory of the world, there is no subject 
which stands out more prominently 
and offers more returns for a care- 
ful and diligent study than that of 
the personal return of Jesus to earth 
again. It seems that even the casual 
cbservers, sey nothing of the student 
of prophesy, could see that the world 
is moving rapidly toward some great 
event. 

The subject of Jesus’ coming back 
ty earth ha, been sadly neglected, 
perhaps, partly because of the many 
false notions and theories on the 
subject set forth by unreliable 
and false teachers. Partly because 
of lack of interest in the subject, 
which hag been brought «bout by too 
much spiritualizing and explaining 
away the exact meaning of certain 
passages, or from xs lick of that 
spirituality, which is necessary to 
the right understanding of the things 
of God. 

This neglect does not come because 
of a searcity of scripture evidence, 
and very plain and pointed evidence, 
at that; for there is abundance of 
seriptural evidence that are clear 
and unmistakable. 

It seems rether remarkable how 
men aecept advanced methods and 
ideas on every other line, but when 
it come to God, religion and heaven, 
they do not care to learn more, but 
will oppose most vigorously the ap- 
proach of any clearer light on the 
things of God and His Church and 
Kingdom. They prerer io remein 
in the same old ruts and travel in 
the same old way of donbts and 
fears. Thev could not think of ae- 
cepting something that their father 
and mother didn’t know about. It 
seems hard to awake them to the 
fact that God is doing a special 
work in these days, a work, which 
to be appreciaied 2nd enjoyed re- 
quiers the throwing off of former 
Ymitations and tracities, nnd an 
awakening to possibilties, and bless- 
ing:; heyond the ordinary. There are 


scriptural references, many, that fore 
tell these wonderful days, but how 
many profes to have eyes but see 
not these truths, they profess to 
know the lLo:d, but hear not His 
voice and see not His signs and know 
not these things. 

The prophets tell of the last days 
with their blessings and judgments. 
Jesus and His’ disciples also, in 
words that need not be misunder- 
stood tell of the time 
of the end, “the last days,” 
“the latter times,”  ete., and 
give many signs which are to come 
in the last days to show God’s peo- 
ple that His coming ig near. Let us 
not think that because so many 
have lived and died since the days cf 
Jesus, without seeing these things 
fulfilled and Jesus return, that it 
can’t possibly be that we will be the 
veneration that shall see His signs 
fulfill and witness His glorious 
return. We may be sure that as he 
hath spoken He will do, and just as 
certainly as the signe are being ful- 
filled all over the world today, so 
surely He will also come as He hath 
said. If we put ourselves with the 
unbelievers by putting aside these 
things, it will be ours to suffer while 
others who are true and prepare 
themselves enter into glory. 

It seems inst a lithe: more than 
some can believe, that Jesus’ coming 
is So Near at hand, but ig it not 
generally true that those who are 
unbeheving and disinterested in this 
subjeet are in the same attitude to- 
ward deep spiritually? And on the 
other hand the most spirttual anmong 
all classes of believers, »re the most 
interested in the subject of Jesus‘ 
coming to earth again. 

We fail to see how many ean 
leok upen the Bible as God’s inspired 
away its plain sense bv spiritualiz- 
ing it and putting a meaning on it 
that God never intended, This is 
the class that will be taken ‘“in- 
awares” when Jesus comes; for not 
having cerrectly interpeted God’s 
Word, they will net understand, and 
not understanding His will, they will 
be unprepared. To them his coming 
will be “nas a snare.” 


Let us not put these things care- 
lessly aside ard say they are too 
difficult, we cannot understand them. 
As God has put them in His Word for 
our instruction, let us take hold as 
we would any importent task, not 
hesitating on account of difficulties, 
and may we understand these things 
and be ready, watching and waiting, 
for surely “the time is at hand.” 

Read Mat. 24: 42-44, Luke 21
